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PREFACE 


The  Planning  Information  Report  is  intended  to  "be  a 
summary  analytical  and  statistical  report  of  recent 
employment  and  unemployment  developments. 

The  Planning  Information  Report  is  intended  for  public 
distribution  to  manpower  and  coimminity  planners,  edu- 
cators, local  and  state  officials,  business,  labor  and 
community  leaders  who  need  accurate  and  timely  labor 
market  information  for  planning  purposes.    Data  and 
analysis  contained  in  the  PIR  aid  in  carrying  out  local, 
state,  regional  and  national  office  responsibilities  as 
well,  as    manpower  utilization  programs  and  Federal  and 
State  efforts  to  alleviate  local  unemployment. 
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I.    highlights  and  Conclusions 


Population  in  the  Taunton  Labor  Area  is  projected  to  increase  "by 
1,472  (+2.8$)  from  the  1975  population  level  of  52,028  to  53,500 
in  1935. 

The  total  projected  labor  force  participation  rate  in  1979  is  60.3 
percent.  For  women,  the  projected  rate  is  h6.2  percent.  For  com- 
parative purposes,  the  statewide  figures  are  65. 0  percent  and  52.4 
percent  respectively. 

The  annual  average  Massachusetts  covered  employment  for  1978  is 
15,115,  up  540  or  3.7  percent  from  the  1977  annual  average. 

The  annual  average  unemployment  rate  for  1978  was  7.^-  percent,  down 
from  the  1977  annual  average  of  9.2  percent.    When  compared  with  the 
eight  major  Labor  Market  Areas,  the  1978  rate  places  the  Taunton 
Labor  Area  as  the  second  highest.    (The  Taunton  Labor  Area  is  not 
considered  to  be  a  major  Labor  Market  Area). 

The  Taunton  Chamber  of  Commerce  reports  that  Taunton  is  an  indus- 
trial city  and  is  proud  of  that,  for  one  of  the  best  assurances  of 
an  area's  economic  stability  and  growth  is  industrial  diversification. 
For  more  than  150  years,  Taunton  has  been  referred  to  as  "The  Silver 
City"  and  still  is  the  home  of  Reed  &  Barton  and  other  silver,  man- 
ufacturing companies  such  as  Poole  Silver,  F.  3.  Rogers  ana  Snenaan 

Silver.    However,  industry  in  Taunton  truly  runs  the  gamut  and  ranges 
from  the  handcrafting  of  expensive  silver  molds  to  the  custom  injec- 
tion welding  of  modern  plastics.    In  between  this  type  of  industry 
exist    other  metal  industries  such  as  copper,  brass,  and  wire  drawing. 
There  is  also  considerable  additional  industrial  diversification. 
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II .      Description  of  Area 
A.    Definition  of  Area 


'The  Taunton  Labor  Area  consists  of  the  City  of  Taunton  and  the 
towns  of  Berkeley  and  Raynham.    The  Taunton  Labor  Area  is  located 
in  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  approximately  20  miles  inland  from 
the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  about  kO  miles  south  of  Boston.    The  prin- 
cipal highway  serving  the  Labor  Area  is  Route  2k,  the  Fall  River 
Expressway  from  the  Boston  area.    Public  transportation  is  provided 
by    the  Southeast  Regional  Transit  Authority.     Taunton  is    the  seat 
of  Bristol  County.     Taunton  has  a    Municipal  Airport  serving  light 
passenger  aircraft. 

The  Taunton  CETA  Corsortium  serves  the  following  communities: 
Attleboro,  Berkeley,  Dighton,  Lakeville,  Mansfield,  Middleboro, 
Norton,  North  Attleboro,  Raynham,  Rehoboth,  Seekonk  and  Taunton. 

B.    Population  Characteristics  &  Trends 

The  projected  1985  population  of  53,500  represents  a  2.8  percent 
increase  over  the  1975  level  of  52,028.    (See  Table  1.)    The  pro- 
jected 1975  to  1985  changes  show  Eerkeley  with  an  increase  of  685 
or  29.6$,  Raynham  with  an  increase  of  2,722  or  35.0$  and  Taunton 
with  a  decline  of  1,935  or  -k.6f0.    The  greatest  increases  (1975  to 
I985)  by  sex  and  age  composition  of  the  projected  population  show 
up  in  the  15- ^+  age  group  for  both  males  and  females  with  increases 
of  1,13^  (+10. U  percent)  and  1,165  (+10.2  percent)  respectively; 
the  greatest  decreases  by  sex  and  age  composition  over  the  same  time 
frame  occur  in  the  k^-6k  age  group  for  both  males  and  females  with 
decreases  of  89  (-1.6  percent)  and  129  (-2.1  percent).  (According 
to  the  Eureau  of  the  Census,  the  projected  1980  population  for  the 
Taunton  Labor  Area  is  52,078). 

The  estimated  1979  population  for  the  Taunton  CSTA  Consortium  is 
173 3 133  and  the  projected  1980  population  for  the  Consortium  is 
17^,175 »  according  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.

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C.        ECONOMIC  ASSUMPTIONS  FOR  MASSACHUSETTS 

1.  Inflation  -will  gain  momentum  and  will  remain  at  the 
high  digit  level. 

2.  Employment  levels  will  stabilise,  with  emphasis  on  re- 
placement hiring. 

3.  The  unemployment  level  will  rise  as  entrants  and  re- 
entrants experience  difficulty  in  being  absorbed  into 
the  civilian  work  force. 

4.  The  insured  unemployment  rate  will  rise  moderately  as 
the  consumer  spending  level  declines. 

5.  The  increased  costs  of  production  due  to  the  high  price 
of  energy  will  be  passed  onto  the  final  consumer. 

o.    Consumer  purchasing  power  will  decline  affecting  manu- 
facturing employment  levels  and  service  employment  levels. 

7.  The  energy  crisis  (OPEC  hike,  the  Iranian  oil  cutoff,  and 
Saudia  Arabia's  de-emphasis  of  the  lighter  crudes)  will  in- 
crease the  costs  of  home  heating  fuel,  diesel  fuel,  and  the  costs 
of  producing  finished  petrochemical  products.

10.  The  Massachusetts  share  of  United  States  business  will  remain 
constant. 

11.  Worldwide  political  disruptions  pose  greater  concern  than  in- 
flation, price  increases,  and  wage  increases. 

12.  Wage  increases  for  hourly    employees  and  salary  increases  in 
small  businesses  and  medium  sized  businesses  will  hover  around 
8.0$  rather  than  7.0%.

k.      Department  of  Defense  and  Department  of  Energy  prime  con- 
tract spending  will  remain  at  the  same  level  or  increase 
slightly  thus  maintaining  employment  levels  in  the  electron 
tube  industry  (SIC  3^7),  the  communications  industry  (SIC  3662), 
engineering  services  industry  (SIC  89H),  and  aircraft  en- 
gines industry  (SIC  372^).

D.     ■Population  and  Labor  Force  Composition  "by  Sex  and 


Minority  Status 


The  estimated  1979  population  for  the  Taunton  Labor  Area  is 
52,113  of  -which  26,95^  or  51.7  percent  are  females.     (See  Table  2). 
The  total  projected  labor  force  participation  rate  in  1979  is 
60.3  percent.    For  women,  the  projected  rate  is  k6.2  percent.  For 
comparative  purposes,  the  statewide  figures  are  65. 0  percent  and 
52.^  percent  respectively. 

The  estimated  1979  white  population  for  this  Area  is  51 j 377  of 
which  26,597  or  51* 8  percent  are  females.    The  total  projected 
white  labor  force  participation  rate  in  1979  is  60.2  percent.  For 
white  women,  the  projected  rate  is  k6.1  percent.    There  is  virtu- 
ally no  difference  in  labor  force  participation  rates  for  whites 
compared  to  the  total  population  and  this  is  principally  due  to  the 
fact  that  whites  comprise  nearly  the  entire  population.  The  estimated 
1979  white  population  is  98.6  percent  of  the  total.    For  white  women, 
the  comparative  figure  is  98.7  percent. 

The  projected  labor  force  participation  rate  for  the  total  minority 
group  is  67.5  percent.    For  minority  women,  the  comparative  figure 
is  59*9  percent.    These  percentages  are  running  considerably  higher 
than  those  for  the  white  population.    It  is  important  to  keep  in  mind, 
however,  that  the  definition  of  the  labor  force  is  a  combination  of 
the  employed  as  well  as  unemployed.    The  fact  that  a  greater  percentage 
of  the  minority  group  is  in  the  labor  force  compared  to  whites  does  not 
necessarily  mean  that  a  greater  percentage  of  the  minority  group  is  em- 
ployed.

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IH.      Employment  Developments  "by  Industry  -  1977  -  1978 


Outlook  for  the  Future 


Table  3  provides  figures  for  Massachusetts  covered  employment 
for  the  years  1977  and  1973.    This  Table  divides  employment  into 
two  categories,  manufacturing  and  nonmanufacturing  with  a  "break- 
down by  published  industry  title  for  nonmanufacturing,  all  for 
the  Taunton  Labor  Area. 

Total  covered  employment  increased  between  1977  and  1978  by  5^0 
or  3.7  percent  going  from  1^,575  to  15,115  covered  persons  em- 
ployed within  the  Labor  Area.    Total  manufacturing  work  rolls 
increased  by  365  or  5.7  percent  going  from  6,^28  to  6,793.  Total 
nonmanufacturing  increased  by  175  or  2.1  percent  going  from  8,lU7 
to  8,322. 

What  is  of  particular  interest  within  the  nonmanufacturing  category 
is  that  the  Services  sector  actually  registered  a  fairly  substantial 
decline  over  the  years  1977  to  1978  going  from  2,368  to  2,203,  a  de- 
cline of  165  or  approximately  7  percent.    This  fact  is  noteworthy  in 
that  it  runs  contrary  to  statewide  and  national  patterns  which  show  an 
increasing  shift  from  goods  producing  to  service  producing  economies. 
The  Taunton  Labor  Area  seems  to  be  unique  in  this  regard.    The  ratio 
of  manufacturing  to  nonmanufacturing  increased  from  kh.l  percent  to 
55.9  percent  respectively  in  1977  to  hk.S  percent  to  55.1  percent  re- 
spectively in  1978. 

In  addition  to    such  metal  industries  as  silver,  copper,  brass,  and 
wire    drawing,  the  Taunton  Labor  Area  has  considerable  industrial  di- 
versification which  includes:    book  binding,  felt  and  rubber  products, 
golf  shoes,  draperies,  garments,  yarn,  leather  products;  electronic 
components,  marine  transmissions,  fiberglass  sail  boats,  automatic  fire 
sprinklers,  boxes,  jewelry,  advertising  specialties,  glass  giftwear, 
crucibles,  chemicals,  lamps,  lemonade,  and  metal  buildings.

The  Taunton  "business  community,  working  in  concert  with  city 
officials,  has  planned  and  is  developing  the  quasi-public 
acre  Myles  Standish  Industrial  Park  located  in  Taunton.  Two 
companies  broke  ground  in  1973.    One  is  a  local  well-established 
company  that  has  outgrown  its  present  site.    The  other  company 
is  a  Milford,  Massachusetts  based  company  that  chose  Taunton's 
Myles  Standish  Industrial  Park  as  the  site  for  its  first  expan- 
sion.   Both  companies  began  operations  at  the  Park  in  the  Spring 
of  1979.    Further  development  of  Myles  Standish  Industrial  Park 
will  span  the  next  20  to  25  years,  thereby  guaranteeing  the  fis- 
cal stability  of  Taunton  and  the  Labor  Area  and  enhancing  the  job 
potential  and  livability  of  the  entire  Taunton  Labor  Area.  "Hie 
completion  of  Route  ^95  will  increase  the  accessibility  of  the  park. 


IY.      Recent  Trends 'in  Unemployment 

The  1977  annual  average  unemployment  rate  for  the  Taunton  Labor 
Area  was  9*2  percent.     (See  Table  k) .    Annual  average  employment  in 

1977  was  23,030  and  annual  average  unemployment  was  2,320.    By  com- 
parison, the  1978  annual  average  unemployment  rate  declined  to  7.^ 
percent.    1973  annual  average  employment  was  23,150  and  1978  annual 
average  unemployment  was  1,8^0.    (See  Table  5).    The  over  the  years 
(1977  -  1978)  decline  in  the  annual  average  unemployment  rate  was 
mostly  attributable  to   a    reduction  in  the  number  of  persons  unem- 
ployed rather  than  an  increase  in  the  number  of  employed  persons.  In 
fact,  the  civilian  labor  force  actually  declined  by  360  from  1977  to 

1978  going  from  a  1977  annual  average  labor  force  of  25,350  to  2^,990 
in  1973. 

There  are  usually  substantial  monthly  fluctuations  in  any  labor  area's 
unemployment  rate  and  the  Taunton  Labor  Area  is  no  exception  to  this 
phenomenom.    The  1978  monthly  high  was  posted  in  January  at  9*8  percent 
with  the  monthly  low  occurring  in  October  at  k.7  percent. 

The  1978  annual  average  unemployment  rate  of  7.^  percent  continues  the 
post-recession  downward  trend  that  began  in  1976.    The  1978  annual  aver- 
age unemployment  rate  compares  with  the  197^  annual  average  of  7.7  per- 
cent, 1975  annual  average  of  13.2  percent,  1976  annual  average  of  10.2 
percent  and  1977  annual  average  of  9.2  percent.    (The  average  for  the 
first  eight  months  of  1979  is  7.^  percent).

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Table  6  racks  labor  market  areas  and  the  Taunton  Labor  Area  by  un- 
employment rates  and  shows  that  even  though  the  Taunton  Labor 
Area  1978  average  unemployment  rate  (at  J.h  percent)  decreased 
substantially  from  the  1977  average  unemployment  rate  (at  9*2 
percent),  in  fact,  the  Labor  Area  rose  from  being  in  the  third 
highest  position  in  1977  to  second  highest  in  1973.    This  in- 
dicates that,  on  a  relative  basis,  the  Taunton  Labor  Area  un- 
employment situation  has  not  improved  quite  as  fast  as  the  major 
labor  market  areas  ever  the  indicated  time  frame.    However,  a 
closer  scrutiny  of  the  figures  shows  that  the  average  unemploy- 
ment rate  for  this  area  in  1973  is  not  very  much  out  of  line  with 
those  for  the  major  labor  market  areas,  with  two  notable  excep- 
tions:   New  Bedford  which  still  clearly  "leads"  the  State  in  high 
unemployment  and  Worcester  which  leads  the  State  in  low  unemploy- 
ment. 

Table  7.    compares  the  levels  of  unemployment  for  the  State  as  well 
as  the  major  labor  market  areas  and  the  Taunton  Labor  Area  from 
1977  to  1973.    This  table  also  shows  the  percent  of  changes  in  un- 
employment levels  over  this  time  frame.    As  can  be  readily  noted, 
the  Taunton  Labor  Area  had  the  seventh  smallest  percentage  drop  in 
unemployment  form  1977  to  1978  at  minus  21.7  percent.    Once  again, 
however,  a  closer  scrutiny  of  the  figures  in  this  table  reveals  that 
the  State  and  the  major  labor  market  areas  as  well  as  the  Taunton 
Labor  Area  had  drops  of  roughly  the  same  magnitude  in  the  low  to 
mid-twenty  percent  range. 

For  the  Taunton  CETA  Consortium,  the  1977  and  1978  annual  average 
unemployment  rates  were  3.1  and  6.3  percent  respectively.    The  Con- 
sortium's average  unemployment  rate  for  the  first  eight  months  of 
1979  is  6.2  percent.    The  Consortium's  employment,  unemployment  and 
labor  force  figures  for  these  time  frames  are  as  follows:

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V.      Selected  Characteristics  of  the  Insured  Unemployed 


Table  8.  provides  detailed  information  regarding  selected 
characteristics  of  the  insured  unemployed  in  the  Taunton 
Labor  Area  as  of  the  most  recent  published  survey  period 
in  December  1973.    As  of  this  month,  there  were  555  persons 
unemployed  within  the  Labor  Area  of  whom  3^2  or  6l.6  percent 
were  men  and  2lh  or  38.6  percent  were  women.    Table  3.  also 
breaks  down  the  insured  unemployed  by    age  brackets,  ethnic 
grouping,  occupational  attachment,  duration  of  unemployment, 
industry  attachment,  average  weekly  wages  earned  and  reasons 
for  separation.    Additionally,  there  is  a  more  detailed 
breakout  of  occupational  attachment    which  many  organizations 
find  extremely  helpful  in  order  to  determine  the  kinds  of  occu- 
pations which  may  be  available  among  the  insured  unemployed  for 
business  expansion  within  the  Labor  Area. 


VI.      Employment  Outlook  by  Occupations  -  1979 

Table  9.      shows  job  openings  with  average  pay  offered  by  major 
occupational  category  for  the  Taunton  Job  Bank  at  the  beginning  of 
July  1979  as  well  as  the  job  openings  remaining  unfilled  at  the  end 
of  July  1979«      This  Table  also  shows  the  jobs  which  remained  un- 
filled 30  days  or  more  at  the  end  of  July  1979*    According  to  this 
Table,  two  major  occupational  categories  accounted  for  approximately 
38  percent  of  the  job  openings  at  the  beginning  of  July  1979 •  These 
two  categories  are:  (1)  Clerical  and  Sales  and  (2)  Service.  At 
month's  end,  approximately  37  percent  of  the  available  jobs  still 
remaining  unfilled  within  the  Job  Bank  were  in  these  two  occupational 
categories. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  these  same  two  occupational  categories 
accounted  for  k$  percent  of  the  job  openings  at  the  beginning  of 
June  1979  and  55  percent  of  the  available  jobs  remaining  unfilled  with- 
in the  Job  Bank  at  the  end  of  June.

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Within  the  Taunton  Job  Bank,  job  openings  available  in  the 
Service  occupational  category  alone  numbered  1,191  in  April  1979? 
2,362  in  May,    2,06l  in  June  and  declined  to  970  in  July.  Both 
the  rise  and  decline  in  the  number  of  available  job  openings  T.7ith- 
in  the  Service  category  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  summer  tourist 
season.    These  jobs  are  typically  filled  b3r  high  school  and  college 
students  for  summer  employment  between  academic  school  years. 
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VII.      Labor  Supply/Demand  Imbalance 


During  July  197$ 3  there  were  3>957  unfilled  job  openings  on 
the  Taunton  Job  Bank  for  the  Southeastern  Region  (See  Table  9). 
The  T-unton  Job  Bank  serves  the  following  EES  Employment  Offices: 
Brockton,  Fall  Paver,  Taunton,  Attleboro,  Hew  Bedford,  Hyannis 
and  Plymouth.  Vying  for  these  3j957  jobs  were  ^83  applicants  regis- 
tered at  the  Taunton  Employment  Service  Office  (See  Table  10). 

The  applicant  to  job  order  ratio  given  in  the  right  hand  column  of 
Table  10  indicates  the  relative  degree  of  difficulty  Taunton  Labor 
Area  applicants  can  expect  to  encounter  in  their  job  search  within 
a  given  occupational  category  on  the  Taunton  Job  Bank.  The  higher 
the  ratio,  the  greater  is  the  potential  difficulty.

Barnstable  County  consists  of  15  towns  in  Cape  Cod:  Barnstable,  Bourne, 
Brewster,  Chatham,  Lennis,  Eastham,  Falmouth,  Harwich,  Mashpee,  Orleans, 
Provincetown,  Sandwich,  Truro,  Wellfleet  and  Yarmouth.  It  is  not  only 
a  geographic  entity  but  one  of  only  two  areas  in  the  Commonwealth  in 
which  the  county  boundaries  also  define  the  labor  market  area.  While 
Barnstable  is  the  largest  town,  it  represents  only  21.1  percent  of  the 
total  county  population  (according  to  revised  July  1,  1975  population 
estimates).    The  county  is  predominantly  surrounded  by  the  ocean,  ex- 
cept along  its  northwestern  border  where  it  is  adjacent  to  the  towns  of 
Wareham  and  Plymouth.    Most  of  the  area's  employers  recruit  workers  local- 
ly and  most  Barnstable  county  workers  and  jobseekers  are  employed  locally 
within  this  labor  market  area.
